Created In Glades 
By Special 39 Law 


Act Calls For Limit Of 10 
Mills In Taxes To Carry 
On Work* 


Representative Herbert D. Beck, 
of Belle Glade, this week gave out 
details of the hospital bourd bill 
for western Palm Beach .coünty 
[which became a law Tuesday when 
Governor Cone failed to sign or 
veto.the measure. 

According toc Beck, the law es- 
tablishes what is known as & 
western Palm Beach county hos- 
pital board. A referendum clause 
it,attáched, however, and county 
commissioners must call an eléc- 
tionon the issue within aix 
| months to determine whetber or 
not the people of tke county want 
the board established, 

According to provísions of the 
law, the governor appoints nine 
members, three to emen] 
| Pahokee, three from Belle- Glade 
and the femaining tbrèe from ter- | 
ritory-outalde the town limits of 
| Pahokee and Belle Utade büt with- 
in the territory lying west of east 
line of range 39 in Palm Beach 
county. Of the nine board mem- 
bers, three are to be appointed for 
|Zyear terms, three. for. 2-year 
i ternis, and three for 1-year term: 
| thus making.a continuing board. 
| The governor also 'appoints all 
į succeeding members. 

The new corporatiod would have 
no relation to the present Eter- 
glàdes Memorial Hospital in Pa- 
hokee, Betk said. The new board 
would be;empowered to purchase 
Or disreg&fd the present Ever: 
glades hospital or to have a new 
hospital or hospitals constructed. 

Board members cannot draw in 
excess òf $60 yearly for expenses 
and must attend at least 75 per 
cent of the meetings called to be 
eligible for expenses. 

Any physician, who is recogniz- 
ed by the Palm Beach Medical 
Society, would be eligible to be- 
Come associated with the' hospital 
staff, Beck sald. The board would 
also be allówed to issue benefit 
certificates — entitling certain 
people to hospital services. 

The act allows, if necessary, a 
levy of up to 10 mills on taxable 
property to go toward hospital 
maíntainence.

Two Big Migratory 
Labor Camps: To Be 
Built In 1 Belle Glade 


Chalker & Lund Expect 
To Start Construction 
By July 1 


A bid of $688,883 for both white 
and negro migratóry labór camps 
in Belle Glade. by, Chalker , and 
Lund of West Palm Beach, won 
the contract award from the 
Farm Security Administration 
lást Thürsday. ` 


George A. Chalker, of the firm 
of Chalker and Lund, was present 
at the opening of bids Thursday 
and returned to West Palm Beach 
Friday.to begin preparations to 
start work on the projects be- 
fore July 1. The bid was award- 
èd sooner than. expected but of- 
ficia explaíned that they àre 
anxious to gét work started at 
once. Approximately five months 
will be required to complete the 
two camps, ít was-estimated. 

Local labor,' obtained thrqu£h 
the "Florida State Employment 
Service, will be given first choice 
Gn-the construction work. This 
means that persons in need jwill be 
given preference over othefs, Re- 
lief officials reported they [receiv- 
€d applications from a large num- 
ber of^local persons Friday. 

The white camp will be located 
north of the Belle Gláde ice plánt, 
just outside the town-timits, and 
Wil contain 150 one-family shel- 
ters and 20 libor homes to'house 
one family each. ` Total capacity 
of the camp will be 170 fàmilies. 
Fach of the 20 labor homes will 
Include one-half acre plots of land, 
where occupants may grow vége- 
-tables for their own use. 

The. one-family shelters. "will 
éonsist of separate buildings of 
one-room síze, cach 11 by 18 feet. 
The homés willhave four rooms 
and a bath. 

The negro camp, to be situated 
south of Vinegar Bend-along Road 
25, will include 76  four-family 
shelters; aocomodating a total of 
304 families; ten two-family build- 
ings, accomódating 20 families 
and 21 two-family labor homes, 


accomodating 42 families. A total 
Of 366- négro familles will be car- 
ed for. x ee: 

Both camps have ample acreage 
for extension to about, double 
their” proposed size? à 

Included in each camp will be a 
|community center building, 60 x 
116 feet, containing a large re- 
creation hall, a.nursery and stage. 
Nursery committee members, who. 
conducted the Belle Glade Com- 
fnunity-Center in the - American 
Legion hall this spring, expect to 
find facilities for continuance of. 
the nursery at the white, camp. 
A genéra utility building Jt each 
camp will inclute.laundrf. space 
and a hot water'heater. Comfort 
stations will be placed at intervals 
in both camps.
